THE SEVEN HYMNS OF THE ATHARVA-VEDA.—Pro- 
fessor Maurice Bloomfield (Professor of Sanskrit in the Johns 
Hopkins University) has sent usa reprint from the American 
Journal of Philology, Vol. 7, No. 4, of his contributions to 
the exegesis of the Atharva-Veda, which are some of the 
results of studies in its ritualistic literature, notably the 
Kaucika-Sttra, along with its commentary by Darila. Prof. 
Bloomfield states that the results he has arrived at differ very 
much from those previously offered by Messrs. Weber, Ludwig, 
Zimmer, Grill, and others. 


THE. LITERATURE COLLEGE OF THE. IMPERIAL 
UNIVERSITY OF JAPAN.—The Memoirs of the Literature 
College of the Imperial University of Japan, No. 1, treats of 
the language, mythology, and geographical nomenclature of 
Japan viewed in the light of Aino studies, by Basil Hall 
Chamberlain, Professor of Japanese Philology in the Imperial 
University. It also includes an Aino Grammar by the Rev. 
Jno. Batchelor, of the Church Missionary Society, and a 
catalogue of books relating to Yezo and the Ainos. The 
word Ainu, which literally means Man, is the name the Ainos 
gives themselves, and this is the name by which the Rev. 
John Batchelor, the author of their grammar, thinks they 
ought to be called. Singularly enough the Mosquito Indians 
of Centra! America call themselves by a word in their 
language signifying Man. When the Japanese conquerors 
came to the islands they now inhabit, they found the country, 
according to their own traditions, everywhere thickly popu- 
lated, and if the legends of the Ainos are to be credited, the 
Japanese found them in a higher state of civilization than 
they are at the present time, as they accuse the Japanese hero, 
Yoshitsune, an historical personage of the twelfth century 
of our era, of having stolen and carried off the books of 
their ancestors by a fraud, to which his wife was an unwilling 
party. Since that time the Ainos state they have lost the 
arts of writing and of manufacturing pottery. The philo- 
logical student will be struck with the phonetic arrangement 
of the Japanese and Aino languages, which are nearly iden- 
tical in that particular, except that in Aino certain consonants, 
k, m, n, p, 8, sh, and t, may terminate a syllable, while the 
Japanese only tolerate vowels, and, in its modern form, the 
consonant 2, at the close of syllables. 


THE GENTLEMAN'S MAGAZINE LIBRARY.—The seventh 
volume of this series, edited by Mr. G. L. Gomme, F.S.A., 
and published by Mr. Elliot Stock, Paternoster Row, is 
devoted to the relics of the Roman occupation of Britain, 
of which it forms the first part. These collections cover a 
period of 130 years, and the editor has compared them care- 
fully with Huebner’s readings, and also other reliable autho- 
rities. ‘he Romano-British remains as the editor calls them 
are divided under four heads, 1.

THE EARLY HISTORY OF THE UNITED STATES.—“ The 
Publishers’ Weekly ” says: — Congress has perhaps never 
been called upon to consider a subject more important from a 
literary and historical point of view than the cataloguing of 
the numerous documents in Kuropean archives which refer to 
the early history of the United States. The matter was 
brought before the Library Committee by Secretary Bayard, 
acting in behalf of many prominent memorialists represent- 
ing every department of letters. The committee has reported 
favourably, and the House is to be asked for an appropriation 
of $100,000 wherewith to carry out the scheme. The docu- 
ments above referred to are said to be especially rich in his- 
torical matter pertaining to the period between the Treaty of 
Paris in 1763, by which England first acquired title to the 
north-west Territories of America, and the treaty of peace 
between Great Britain and the United States in 1783. Some 
idea can be formed of the immense number of such docu- 
ments when we remember that Mr. Benj. F. Stevens, of 
London, has already prepared a descriptive catalogue of over 
95,000 separate papers, and this list is but a very incomplete 
beginning. Meanwhile, until some such exhaustive catalogue 
as the Government is now asked to undertake be made, this 
great storehouse of information is practically locked to the 
historical student, the very abundance of material hindering 
its usefulness. 


THE FINANCES OF THE UNITED STATES.—The Annual 
Report of the Hon. W. L. Trenholm, the Comptroller of the 
Currency of the U.S., to December 4th, 1886, forms a bulky 
volume of nearly 1200 pages, and is the twenty-fourth of the 
series. ‘The geographical divisions in this report show that 
in the older banks the stock is largely held by residents and is 
widely distributed, whilst in those of more recent organization 
the proportion of non-resident shareholders is larger, and the 
stock is held in larger amounts, showing that the National 
Bank system brings capital into new districts where it is 
wanted to develope their resources, from the older States, and 
is thus a useful factor in extending American industry and 
enterprise all over the continent. What the legislature of 
the United States will soon have to consider, as the national 
debt is being gradually paid off, 1s, what measures will have 
to be taken to preserve the present national banking system, 
which has been such a boon to the traders of the American 
Union.—The Annual Report of the Hon. Daniel Manning, the 
Secretary of the Treasury, on the state of the Finances for 1886, 
two 8vo. volumes of over 1300 pages, is specially interesting, 
treating on the silver question, the standards, surplus taxation, 
the tariff, a proposal tor free wool and to untax the clothing 
of sixty million people. ‘The second volume relates entirely 
to the collection of duties. 
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THE NEWER MATERIA MEDICA.— Messrs. Park Davis 
and Co., of Detroit, Michigan, issue a little 8vo. pamphlet of 
76 pages, giving an epitome of the newer Materia Medica, 
with a property and dose list for the special convenience of 
the busy physician; it is accompanied by a good index. The 
fourth edition of this useful ‘‘ epitome” is before us, published 
last year. 


SIXTH AMERICAN CHESS CONGRESS,—The Committee 
have issued the following address and prospectus : — For 
centuries the game of Chess has stood pre-eminent among 
the intellectual pastimes of civilized nations. It has been 
cultivated and extolled by the wise and great of all ages, as 
affording an admirable training for the highest faculties of 
the human mind. The estimation in which the game was 
held by our predecessors has found a responsive echo among 
the foremost thinkers of our own day. The importance of 
Chess Tournaments is abundantly attested by the enthusiasm 
which has been manifested for such contests on each occa- 
sion since the London Tournament of 1851, which brought 
out Anderssen, and more especially after the American 
Tournament of 1857, which gave Paul Morphy to the world, 
and inaugurated the most brilliant era in the annals of 
Chess. With the view of giving practical expression to the 
wishes of the leading Chess players of America, the Sixth 
American Chess Congress has been formed. The committee 
charged with the preparation of a plan for a tournament, 
which should be at once feasible and insure the fullest mea- 
sure of justice to all concerned, participants and subscribers, 
herein present their preliminary propositions, relying upon 
the patriotism and enterprise of their fellow-countrymen, 
and the public spirit and devotion to the cause of Chess of 
their co-workers everywhere, to aid them in their endeavour 
to inaugurate a contest which shall be memorable in years 
to come for its equitable regulations, and whose published 
record shall constitute an important addition to the literature 
of the game. In order that the scheme may be rendered, 
in a measure, self-supporting, it is proposed to publish an 
account of the Congress and Tournament, in a handsome 
volume, and issued to subscribers only, edited by Mr. W. 
Steinitz, which will contain all the games of the Tourna- 
ment, and, should the subscriptions reach a sufficient amount 
to warrant the holding of a Minorand a Problem Tournament, 
the best games of the former, and at least a considerable 
portion of the competing problems will be incorporated. 
The Book of the Tournament wil] not be purchasable after 
the Congress, since but one edition will be issued, and when 
all the subscribers have been supplied, the plates will be 
destroyed. ‘The price will be 10 dollars, and the subscription 
list will be open to all who may desire to possess the record 
of so important an event, and to aid in its accomplishment. 
It is the purpose of the committee to make the Tournament 
a contest for the real championship of the world, thus avoid- 
ing the controversies and disputes that have so often arisen 
at the end of tournaments, which, owing to the absence of 
a regulation providing for a match, have rendered them 
fallacious tests of superiority. In addition to the first prize, 
which will be $1000 minimum, a trophy representing such 
championship will be provided and held, subject to challenge 
under fair and equitable conditions, thus combining the 
advantages of a tournament anda championship match, to 
consist of at least seven games up, forming part of the 
tournament, and to be incorporated in the Book of the Con- 
gress. It has been decided that a Two-Game Tournament 
shall be held, and that the rules of the London Tournament 
of 1883 shall, in the main, form the basis of the regulations 
to govern the contest. At least $5000 should be realized from 
the sale of the book, and from donations to enable the com- 
mittee to provide for the various prizes, after deducting the 
minimum expenses incidental to its publication. If more 
than $5000 be raised, the excess will be devoted in equitable 
proportions to increasing the regular prizes either in number 
or in value, and to such special prizes as the committee may 
decide upon. It is also contemplated to institute a Minor 
and a Problem Tournament in connection with the Congress, 
should sufficient funds for such a purpose be collected. In 
conclusion, the committee invoke all lovers of our time- 
honoured and noble game to make this an occasion for an 
earnest effort in aid of so important an enterprise, and 
especially do they call upon Americans to render that cordial 
and generous support which is essential to carry the work of 
of the Congress to a successful issue.

MIND—CURE ON A MATERIAL BASIS.— Miss Sarah E. 
Titcomb, of Boston, Mass., has published a volume of over 
280 pages on the cures effected by the early Christians which 
have been classed as miraculous, She divides her book into 
six chapters as follows:—‘t The cure of disease by concentra- 
tion of thought,” ‘“* The Theology of the Christian Scientists,” 
“The Single-Substance Theory,” ‘* Mind in Animals and the 
lower races of Men,” “The Origin of the Doctrine of the 
Immortal Soul,” and “ Bible proof of the Single-Substance 
Theory.” ‘The view Miss Titcomb takes is that as the mind 
or imagination aggravates disease, it can be made a means of 
alleviating and even cvring it; she endeavours to divest the 
subject of all superstition, and to bring the light of science to 
bear upon it. She has produced a useful contribution to the 
literature of mind and matter, upon the same lines as those 
on which the Psychical Society is working.

REPORTS OF THE CONSULS OF THE UNITED STATES, 
—We have received Numbers 71, 72, 73. 733, 74, and a Letter 
to the Secretary of State on Cattle and Dairy Farming, pub- 
lished in the Consular Reports. No. 72 contains an account 
of the Sugar industry of Australia. Number 73 gives a 
description of the Republic of Uruguay: en passant, we may 
remark that the countries of La Plata are rapidly becoming 
Italianized from the Italian immigrants which annually 
arrive in increasing numbers, and make good, sober and useful 
colonists, materially adding to the wealth of their adopted 
country by their thrift and industry. It will be curious to 
watch the result of this growth of a nation within a nation. 
Will it end ina language composed of Spanish and Italian 
amalgamated, or will the Italians in time impress their 
language and nationality upon the country? Number 734 
is a list of the Customs Duties imposed by foreign nations 
upon American produce and manufactures, so that practically 
it is nearly a complete tariff of all the nations of the world 
except the United States. The tariff of Great Britain we 
at first thought was absent, as we did not think to look for it 
under the familiar term of ‘‘ United Kingdom,” where we 
found it. Itseems the most favourable to '* Uncle Sam,” only 
36 articles being dutiable, and most of these being produc- 
tions connected with spirits and tobacco. Number 74 con- 
tains a very full account of Baku and the Russian petroleum 
trade. Baku is said to have a population of 60,000, five 
times the number of inhabitants it had in 1870, and it is still 
growing. ‘The same number contains articles on Camphor 
in Formosa and Japan, and Forestry in Switzerland. 


THE AMERICAN GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY.— The Bul- 
letin of the American Geographical Society, No. 4, 1885, 
contains Nordenskidld’s Reply to criticisms upon the voyage 
of the ‘* Vega”’ around Asia and Europe, and historical and 
geographical features of Rocky Mountain Railroads, by 
James Douglas.—Vol. 19, No. 1, 1887, contains Wallace’s 
Oceanic Islands, Pullen’s New Mexico, General Colston’s 
Stone-Pasha’s Work in Geography, and Hurbut’s Geogra- 
phical Notes. Stone-Pasha, who wasin the Egyptian service 
as chief of the Staff for some years, contributed largely to 
our knowledge of the geography of Eastern and Central Africa ;

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LONG.—The Rev. James Long, or Padre Long, as he was 
familiarly known by the natives of Northern India, died on 
the 23rd of March last, in Adam Street, Adelphi, London, in 
his 74th year. He was ordained in 1839 by Bishop Blomfield, 
and shortly after went out to India as a missionary in the 
service of the Church Missionary Society, where he spent 
about thirty years of his life in useful work. Mr. Long 
devoted his energies in endeavouring to improve the social 
condition of the natives quite as much asin ministering to 
their spiritual wants, and in 1861 got into trouble and was 
fined and imprisoned in Calcutta for translating a native 
drama, ‘‘Niladarpana Nataka,” by Dinabandhu Mitra, a 
Bengali poet, which exposed the tyranny of the indigo- 
planters, a drama which the ‘‘ Athensum”’ happily desig- 
nates as sort of Oriental ‘‘ Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” Mr. Long 
spent a considerable portion of his early life in Russia, for 
which country he always had an affection, and to whose suc- 
cessive rulers he was well known. He recognized and pointed 
out in his writings the similarity between the social system 
and folklore of that country and India. He prepared for 
**'Triibner’s Oriental Series’ a volume entitled ‘‘ Eastern 
Proverbs and Emblems illustrating Old Truths,” and there 
are no less than five entries to his name on the same subject 
in the ‘‘ Catalogue of the Bengali Books in the British 
Museum.” Although we believe ‘‘ Eastern Proverbs” was 
the only book of any pretensions Mr. Long produced, he con- 
tributed many papers from time to time to the “Journal 
of the Asiatic Society of Bengal,” the ‘‘ Calcutta Review,” 
the ‘‘ Royal Asiatic Society’s Journal,” and the ‘ Indian 
Magazine,” the organ of the ‘* National Indian Association,” 
of which association he was an enthusiastic supporter. 

SAXE.—John Godfrey Saxe, LL.D., died at Albany, New 
York, on March 81st. Mr. Saxe, a noted wit and poet, was 
born at Highgate, Vermont, on the 2nd of June, 1816; he 
practised law in his native State from 1843 to 1850, when he 
removed to Burlington, and became editor of the ‘‘ Sentinel” 
newspaper; in 1851 he was made State Attorney. Of late 
years he has devoted himself wholly to literature and lectur- 
ing. In 1872 he removed to Albany, N.Y., and became 
editor of the “ Evening Journal.” He was a contributor to 
the periodical press, and many of his pieces appeared in the 
old ‘* Knickerbocker Magazine.” The present editions of 
his works to be had are published by Messrs. Houghton, 
Mifflin, & Co., of the Riverside Press, as follows :—Poems, 
Cabinet edition, Household edition, Farringford edition, Red 
Line edition. The same firm have ‘The Proud Miss 
MacBride,” illustrated, and ‘* Leisure Day Rhymes.” Mr. 
Saxe was a truly genial humoristic poet, scarcely so severe as 
Tom Hood, but somewhat in the same style; his ‘Clever 
Stories of Many Lands” were gems of humour. 


STENZLER.—We regret to have to record the death of Prof. 
Dr. Stenzler, which occurred at Breslau on the 27th of 
February last. Adolf Friederich Stenzler was born on 
July 9th, 1807, at Wolgast, in Pomerania. He studied divinity 
between 1826 and 1829, at Greifswald, Berlin and Bonn, 
but soon turned to a more congenial study, viz. Oriental 
languages. His knowledge of Sanskrit was second to none 
in those early days of philology, and after having edited 
Specimens of the Brahma-Vaivarta Purana, he visited the

brought by Colonel C. Mackenzie and Sir Walter 
Elliot at different times from the Amaravati Tope or 
Stipa, and which are now in the British Museum. 
Dr. Burgess spent some time at Amaravati imme- 
diately after the excavation of the site by orders of the 
Madras Government, where he made further researches, 
discovering about ninety fresh sculptures, and forwarded 
about a hundred and eighty slabs to the Madras Govern- 
ment Museum, which he also carefully photographed. On 
the spot he made many drawings, and copied all the Pali 
inscriptions, which are numerous, and, though short, are of 
considerable interest. One in particular he discovered, 
bearing the name of Pulumayi, one of the great Andhra 
sovereigns of the second century, which is of the utmost 
The date of the 
monument proves to be earlier by about a century and a 
half than Mr. Fergusson had estimated it ; but this seems 


| to be solely due to the want of data, when ‘the latter wrote, 


by which to fix the age of the Nasik inscriptions of the 
Andhra kings. It is one of the evidences of the value of 
the epigraphical researches carried on under the Archzeo- 
logical Survey that they enable scholars to determine, 
within so very narrow limits as Dr. Burgess is understood 
to prove, the age of so interesting a monument as this of 
Amaravyati. 

At Jaggayyapeta, a large village farther up the Kistna 
river, and close on the Hyderabad frontier, Dr. Burgess 
discovered another ruined Stipa. This is also described 
and illustrated, and the inscriptions from it translated. 


| Though much smaller than that at Amaravati, it proves to 


be of much earlier date, and its very archaic sculptures, 
though few and much injured, are of the greatest interest 
The work is all 


| in type and only waits the completion of some of the 


| plates, which may be expected within a short time. 
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
